BAYARD’S BAD MOOD, 


The Secretary of State Realizing His 
Unpopularity With Public Men. 


Mr. Bayard's One-Sided Way of Look- 
ing at Matters—Collector Hedden of 
New York a Disappointment to the 
Administration—Higgins in Danger 
~The Businesslike Management of 
the Treasury Department—A West- 
ern Millionaire's Social Faux Pas. 


Special Correspondence of the Post DISPATCH. 
Waspineton, D. C., November 20.—Mr. Bayard 
was n « complaining mood when a visitor from the 
East made acalion him. Hesaid that much of 
the eriticism that had been heaped upon him was 
undeserved. He had not made all ot the remark- 
able appointments credited to the State Depart- 
ment. Two or three of them for which he had been 
the recipient of the severest attacks were, to use 
Mr. Bayard’sown language, “Dumped down on 
my table by the President.” The Secretary of 
State is fecling very keenly his comparative isola- 
tion and unpopularity with public men. He has 
not fully realized the extent of this unpopularity 
until thie fail. Few people come to see him, and 
the few who do, have told him such straight stories 
about how he is regarded outside that the Secre- 
tary has felt called upon to assume an apologetic 
tone. He se med to think the other day that the 
President should have come to his rescue and as- 
sumed the responsibility of some of his personal 
appointments It is probable that the President 
feit that he had borne the burden of so many ef 
Mr. Bayard’s selections that the latter could 
afford to carry two or three that ho 


had been permitted to make. Mr. Bayard’s 
oue-sided way of looking at matters was 
well illustrated by a Senator the other day. This 
is the Dem cratie Senator who abruptly left Mr. 
Bayard's room in the State Department last surn- 
mer because the Secretary told sim in imperious 
tones to be bret before the Senator had fairiy be- 
gun.to exp.ain the object of tne call, This Senator 
said tha he rece.ved that night 6n eigut page 
letter from Mr. B yard asking hm what he meant 
by coming up to the Department for the purpose of 
proyokiag a quarrei with uim. 


General Merrit is reported here, by a New York 
gentieman. as saying that he did not believe tuat 
Collector Hedieu would be cénfirmed before the 
Senate. He gave as a reason tort is thatthe Ad- 
ministration was indifferent to Hedden's success.

LIVED IN A COAL BIN. 


The Hlorrore of a New York Tenement 
House Revealed sy a Fire. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarcsa. 
New Yors. November 23.—The fire which the 


street have been awaiting, came at5 o'ciuck yes- 
terday afternoon. Though the house was crowded 
with women and children, there were but two men 
pre sent at the time The fire broke out in the 
cellar, where an od man and woman had been 
living fora year. Assoon as th, smoke was no 
ticed the men starte lova the narrow stops I Grop 

ing their way chrouzu tue dark as quickly as bey 
could, they reached the celiar. Sitting on a chair 
in the rear portion of the under round cavern was 
Margaret Maguire, with the clothes burned from 
her body and the charred shoes sticking to her feet. 
There was no water near, but the men quickly 
pulled off their coats and extinguished the fi:mes 


as best they could. By the time the firemen had 
arrived, and the woman was carried up to the 
S'reet, the hair wa« burned comp etely irom her 
head and as she was lifted into the ambulance ber 
flesh dropped off in flakes. See was taken at once to 
the Gouverneur Hospital, where the doctors said 
she could not lire. The tenants say tha’ a yar 
ago Mrs. Annie Malison, who occupies the floor aud 
keeps acigar store in the front, hired Mar-raret 
Maguire, who is 40 vearsof age and goes out wash- 
ing aud scrubbing for a living, to do scrubb ng and 
cleaning for her, aud for pay she gave her and her 
busband, John Maguire, three coal bins in the rear 
of tne celiar for their apartinenta. The size of the 
largest of these compartments is about eigbt by 
ten feet. In this room, after the fire was put out, 
there were an old rust-eaten stove, some oid pots 
and pana, two old chairs and a broken-down table 
and some old pic ure frames. The floor of tas 
place bas been formed by a collection of ashes, and 
the only ray of light or ventilation e mes 
from a smal: iron graung which is in the yard above. 
The plac was a 
A RENDEZVOUS FOR THE CATS, 

which Mrs. Malisou kept in a great number. They 
were her only pets. At night they prowied about 
the bails, and stole a living from the neighbors. 

The cellar is full of damp vapors, rats and vermin 

To the right of this main compartment is a smaller 
room, two sides of which are brick and the other 
two sides are formed of pieces of «id boxes, which 
yestercay were charred to coais by the flames. in 
this place stands an old bad, on which is au oid straw 
mattress, filled with vermin, and some pieces of 
flitehy, water-soaked rag carpet In e 
third room or bin was a bundle of 
straw and rags, the odor of whicn was 
sickening. Downin this pit have the wretched 
beings lived lor a vear. They both drank heavily 
and many are the quarrels and fights reported to 
have taxeu place there. There are six faim es in 
the house, and yesterday they were unversal in 
their condemuation of the woman whose in .uman- 
ity permitted these people to live im such a nole 
Mrs. Deviue said, as she stood inthe center.of a 
gzroup of the female tenauts, We have been afra.d 
to go to bed at night lest these pore in the Ceilar 
in one of their drunken broils shoud set the house 
afire and bure us alive. We threatened to maxe 
cOowplaint time and again ‘to Mr. Wiilis, 
the agent, who has an Office at 5&
